- Inspector Hunt Discredits Story of

POLICE INVESTIGATING THE CASE, 


John Calver, No. 6408 Stony Island avenue, 
watchman, out of work and said to be in 
debt, received a bullet in his breast at a 
desolate part of Sixty-first street, west of 
Woodlawn avenue, last night. The shoot- 
ing occurred shortly before 9 o'clock, and 
the man will probably die. — 

Calver says he was attacked by two high- 
waymen, ong of them a negfo, who robbed 
him of $200. There are facts, however, which 
the police think point to an attempt at sul- 
cide, and Inspector Hunt confidently de- 
clafes there were no highwaymen init. He 
gays it is a case of despondency arising from 
lack of employment and unrequited love, 
and terminating in attempted self-destruc- 

ion. . 

’ Whether an assault or attempt at self- 
destruction, the shooting stirred the quiet 
neighborhood to deep excitement, which the 
arrival of the police and later the scouting 
squads of detectives did not lessen. This ex- 
citement was intensified, too, by the exam- 
ination of pedestrians with the hope of se- 
curing’ the alleged bandits. 

Seen Before the Shooting. 

Calver was seen by two men hardly a 
minute before the shooting. Byron E. 
Veatch, No. 6027 Lexington avenue, and 
William Johnson, who had called socially 
at his home, were strolling for a smoke. At 
Woodlawn avenue they passed Calver, who 
was walking west in Sixty-first street. He 
almost touched them at the lamp-post. 

This corner has no houses upon it, and 
neither has Sixty-first street for more than 
two blocks west. Willows overshadow the 
sidewalks on the north side of the street 
where Calver walked. The ground is low 
and wet enough to grow rank grass and 


weeds, go that the sidewalk is elevated two- 


feet. 

Not more than fifty yards had been trav- 
ersed by Johnson and Veatch when two 
pistol shots were heard in quick succession 

’ at the willows. This was followed by silence.

They took my $200. It was hid in my sock. 
They got it and ran off.” 

After this statement Calver seemed unwill- 
ing to talk further. 

C. H.. Judson, No. 6104 Woodlawn ave- 
nue, and W. H. Stewart, No. 6049 Lexington 
avenue, both ran from their homes and 
reached the scene as the first arrivals were 
helping Calver to his feet. Private Watch- 
man John Ertel, the next to arrive, turned 
in a police alarm. The Woodlawn Station 
patrol answered, and the wounded man 
was taken to the Englewood Union Hospital. 


Police Search for Thugs. 

Capt; Shippy set all the available police 
fn the district in search of the men described 
by Calver. He said the negro was of med- 
jum size, and wore a slouch hat, while the 
other man was taller and wore no coat. 
Squads of Central detectives were sent to 
board all Alley “‘L” and Illinois Centrat 
trains. Within a half hour the Midway, 
Washington Park, and the residence streets 
were being patrolled, and a number of men 
Were taken into custody for examination. 
Nobody was found who answered the de- 
Beriptions closely. 

Inspector Hunt was at-work upon the 
Mysteryewithin an hour. 

At the hospital the wounded man rallied 
enough to tell his story in detail.. He re-

Sir George Newnes Is Disappointed at 
the Refusal to Forward His Chal- 
lenge for the America Cup.

London, Sept. 80.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
New York Journal.]—A reporter today in- 
terviewed Sir George Newnes, who is evi- 
dently extremely disappointed at the action 
of the London Yacht club in refusing to 
forward his challenge for the America cup. 
The reporter was convinced Newnes really 
intended to send over 
for the cup. 

In discussing the conditions Newnes sald: 
he simply wished to have a fair race and, 
apart from the fact he didn’t wish to be 
crowded up, he didn’t care where the contest 
took place, while he only stipulated two 
representatives of each party to the race 
should be on the other’s boat, since he didn’t 
want to be in the position: to make such 
charges as Lord Dunraven made nor by 
any possibility have such charges made 
against him. 

After the London club’s decision he 
thought it would not be right to endeavor 
to rush the’ matter against the wish of the 
British yachting community, and if the chal- 
lenge had been sent across he would have 
commenced to build at once the best thing 
which could be produced on this side, sparing 
no expense. 

This decision of the London Yacht club 
put.a stop to his plans for a time, and 


though he*would naturally like to go on, he 


felt he ought in common decency to wait 
a little while before asking any other club 
to send a challenge. Therefore he would 
wait till next year, and meantime endeavor 
to ascertain the feeling of the committees of 
the leading yacht clubs.

Fire which broke out last night in the plant 
of the Chicago Architectural Iron works at 
Nos. 104 to 112 North Oakley avenue jeopar- 
dized the lives of several families in the ad- 
joining buildings. The‘ Occupants were 
aroused from their sleep by firemen .and 
were compelled to beat a hasty retreat. 

There are 300 men employed in the build- 
ing and a doZzen\were at work at 10:55 o’clock 
last night when\the fire broke out. Andrew 
Johnson, the watchman, discovered the blaze 
in the rear part of the second floor. It spread 
rapidly and threatened the adjoining houses. 

At the home of J. C. Lane, No. 100 North 
Oakley avenue, an 11-year-old son, Frank G. 
Lane, lay ill from typhoid-fever. He was 
borne to the house of ai neighboryng he arms 
of his father. The boy’s mother was also 
ill in bed, and it was necessary to remove 
her toa place of safety. 

Thomas Parks, a colored man, and his 
wife and baby were sleeping in the house 
adjoining the blazing structure on thé north. 
Firemen burst in the door and routed them

PANIC ENSUES DURING THE BURN-

Aberdeen, Sept. 80.—The Palace of Varie- 
ties, a playhouse, was burned at the begin- 
ning of the performance tonight.

Many were trampled and crushed in the rush 
to get out of the burning buildigg, and sus- 
tained injuries.

Unknown Maa Drinks a Pint of Liquor 
and Then Leaps from a Pier into 
Lake Michigan.

«The east end of a pler which extends 200 
feet into Lake Michigan at the foot of 
Twenty-ninth street was the spot chosen by 

n unknown man yesterday to end his life. 

‘hile the spray from the heavy sea break- 
ing over the pier was so dense as to almost 
hide his form from the few men watching 
him from along the shore, he drew a pint 
flask of liquor f{')m his pocket, drank its 


contentS at a single draft, ran forward to. 


the end of the pler, sprang into the water, 
and disappeared beneath the ‘surface. 

The man committed sulcide at 3 o'clock. 
A few minutes before that time Richard 
Kirby, living at No. 2827 Vernon avenue, 
and Charles Marttn, No. 2829 South Patk 
avenue, saw ¢jim walking slowly across the 


pailroad tracks towards the shore of the 


lake. He was dressed in a neat sack suit 
of dark blue cloth, and wore a black derby 
hat. He walked directly towards Mr. Kir- 
by, who was standing near the west end of 
the pier. Mr. Kirby watched him as he ap- 
proached, and saw nothing unusual in his 
actions or appearance. He was.an intelll- 
gent-looking man, tall, smooth-shaven, and 
with light hair. As he pasged Mr. Kirby he 
remarked: 

‘* Pretty rough, isn’t it?” 

Mr. Kirby replied in a casual manner, 
and the stranger continued: = 

‘‘Not a very good time to take a swim, 
is it?’’ 

With this remark he started out upon the 
pier. Mr. Kirby suspected that the man in- 
tended to jump into the lake, having no- 
ticed upon closer ‘observation that he 
showed signs of dissipation. 

Mr. Kirby asked him for what reason he 
was going out on the pier, warning him 
that heavy seas occasionally broke over 
it, and he would be likely to get a drench- 
ing. The man made no reply, but walked 


on. 


slipped and fell from the row of planks in 
the middle upon the rough broken stone 
which is filled in between the two rows of 
piling forming the walls of the pier. He 
scrambled to his feet. unaided, and then for 
a few seconds stood, as though irresolute. 
Then he walked quickly out to within a 
few feet of the end of the pier. Here he 
drew from his pocket the flask of liquor, 
drank it, threw the bottle into the water, 
then, after stepping back a few feet, he ran 
forward and jumped far out into the water.

Savannah has not seen within the memory | 


The 
wind blew at a velocity of at least seventy- 
five miles an hour for an hour and a half. 
Tin roofs were ‘rolled up like tissue-paper 
and with. the nicety of workmanship of the 
‘tinner. Frame buildings toppled over, brick 
walls were blown in, and many chimneys 
Tell. Trees‘.and fences were blown down 
everywhere, the ‘shipping interests were 
damaged fo the extent of $150,000, and the 
Scene of devastation was woful. : 
Course of the Storm. 

The storm which had been lurking in the 
eastern gulf for the last two or three days 
Swept rapidiy across Florida on Monday 
night... At 8 o’clock yesterday morning it 
Was at Jacksonville, and three hours later it 
burst upon Savannah. The streets soon were 
filled with wreckage. Hardly a building in 
the city escaped its fury. 

The storm was terrific in its intensity, ex- 
ceeding that of the great cyclone of 1893, 
which devastated the South Carolina coast.

LANCASTER LOSS NEARLY A MILLION 


Work of the Storm Results in Costly 
Ruin. 

Lancaster, Pa., Sept. 30.—Late this even- 
ing telegraphic and telephonic communica- 
tion had been established with the surround- 
ing counties, and the later reports confirm 
the earlier advices of the wide extent of this 
morning’s cycloric storm. Every section of 
the country has been heard from, and the 
story is that ruin rode with the gale, While 
an estimate of the total logs is necessarily 
Sspecwlative, there does not seem any doubt 
that it will easily reach $1,000,000 and may 
largely exceed that’ amount. In this city 
the individual losses are as a rule compara- 
tively small, but there are hundreds of them 
which will make the aggregate great. The 
Storm outside the city was scarcely less se- 
vere. The destruction of the Pennsylvani 
railrvuad bridge across the Susquehanna at 
Columbia overshadowed all. The bridge, 
which comprised twenty-seven spans, was’ 
completely demolished.

Worst Storm of the Seasok! 


The storm.blew a perfect hurricane over 
the lake at 3 o’clock this mérning. It was 
the worst storm which has been experi- 
enced this season. The Sumatra, ‘which 
was in tow of the steamer B. W. Arnold, 
was in a leaky condition ever since it left 
Chicago yesterday morning. The crew was 
kept busy at the pumps all day, and it was 
as much as they could do to keep the vessel 
afloat. 

When the storm grew violent during the 
night Capt. Johnson decided to put into 
Milwaukee harbor, The cargo seemed to 
pound the hull to pieces. When the boat 
was within three-quarters of a mile of the 
shore, and right at the harbor entrance, 
the Arnold gave the signal for a tug, and 
pulled away from its tow. At that instant, 
without a sign of warning, the Sumatra 
suddenly settled and went to the bottom. 
So quick did it flounder that the crew did 
not have time to man the yaw! or to climb 
into the rigging to save themselves.

have had such splendid results in the State 
of Pennsylvania. .Callit the *‘ Pennsylvania 
system” if you will—it only does ‘honor 
to Pennsylvania and her statesmanship, for 
it benefits all our labcrers and farmers in all 
parts of the American Union. Why shouid 
we not do all our work and spend all our 
wages at home, giving to both farmers and 
workingmen the rich@st rewards for their 
labor of any country under the sun? An- 
swer that, my fellow-citizens. [Applause 
and cries of ‘‘ Give us protection.’’} 

My greatest concern, my chief object in 
this, as in every campaign, is to drive from 
our shores distress and want and misery 
and lift up those who are bowed down and 
bring to those who are in want work and 
prosperity. And I will never view with tol-

cbject towards any American citizen any- 
where within the limits of our great republic. 


Silver Agitation Begets Distrust. 


The other question involved in this cam- 
paign is the reactionary policy of free-silver 
which I need hardly mention to a Pennsyl- 
vania audience, to the people of honest 
Quaker descent, who love honesty and prac- 
tice it. One of the injurious effects from 
the mere advocacy’ of free silver, and which 
is too little noted, is that it makes it harder 
to induce many who would otherwise invest 
to enter into legitimate public and private 
euterprises. There is a Waiting. There is 
distrust on every hand. Men do not know 
what the future has in store for them. This 
is particularly observable in cities which 
are endeavoring to sell their bonds to make 
public improvements. Many cities antici. ° 
pate the collection of taxes for the purpose 
of making public improvements. . 

The very threat of free silver is stopping 
the sale of city bonds in every part of the 
country. This loss falls with pecullar forve 
upon laborers everywhere. Cities can ordi- 
narily make improvements if they can bor- 
row money; if they cannot borrow money 
they cannot make improvements; if they do 
not make improvements hundreds and thou- 
sands of laboring men who depend upon this 
class of work for their Caily bread are de- 
prived of employment. During the hard 
times of the last three years many of our 
cities have taken care of our unemployed 
by engaging in such public improvements 
but this is now brought to a sudden stop 
and is entailing further loss to laborers 
and adding distress to their homes. Then 
again, Men engaged in great productive en- 
terprises find it difficult. if not quite {m- 
possible in times like the present, to secure ¢ 
enough money to conduct their business 
ip ere not part with their money unless 
natal apeiy reasonable assurance of its safe 
2 Confidence Displaced by Fear. 

fhe trouble is that distrust is every- 
where present. Confidence has been dis- 
placed by fear and apprehension. The whole

Colorado Springs, @olo., Sept. 30.—Seven 
hundred delegates were in attendance when 
Chairman Hodges called the Republican 
State convention to order. The convention 
was harmonious and the ticket was nominat- 
ed throughout by a unanimous vote, 

The report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, which was unanimously adopted, after 
declaring for a judicious restriction of im- 
migration and the passage of a law authoriz- 
ing the creation of a State Board of Arbitra- 
tion to settle strikes and labor questions, 
says: 

* Resolved, That our people, irrespective 
of party affiliations, favor the free coinage 
of silver and believe that our mints could 
be- safely opened to free coinage under an 
administration in which the people of the 
country had confidence. We regret that the 
national convention at St. Louis q@did not 
view this question as we view it. We ac- 
cept, however, the assurance of the party 
that its efforts will be devoted to thé secur- 
ing of an international agreement for the un- 
limited coinage of silver as a sacred pledge. 
We believe that the pledge will be fulfilled, 
and we are firmly of the faith that the re- 
monetization of silver, so essential to the 
welfare of this and all other civilized coun- 
tries, will be accomplished through the 
efforts and under the direction of the Re- 
publican party. of this country, and through 
no other. Except upon the silver. question, 
we heartily and cordially indorse the plat- 
form of the party at St. Louis, and we de- 
clare our undiminished and unwavering be- 
lief in the great doctrines of the protection of 
American labor and American industries. 
Also in reciprocity as enunciated in the na- 
tional platform.” 

Continuing, the resolution reads: 

‘‘ We favor free silver, but: we value free 
government more, and while the success of 
the party upon the Chicago platform might 
bring silver monometallism, it would afford 
no hope of bimetallism in this country. 

Previous to the nomination of the ticket 
Senator Walcott delivered a brilliant speech. 

Speaking of the silver situation, he eald: 

‘We today are the silver Republicans and 
the friends of silver are those who believe 
in both silver and gold. The bimetallists of 
this country and this State are those who 
want the two metals side by side and also 
want with it perpetuity of free institutions.” 

He said 95 per cent of the people of the 
country believed in the equal coinage and 
use of gold and silver, and that the taking 
of one or the other from circulation must 
appreciate the vaiue of the remaining metal 
and bring disaster on this country and the 
delay of civilization. He denounced the 
Chicago platform, calling its tenets An- 
archistic. 


PLAN A NOVEL STATE EXCURSION. 


California to Compose a Representa- 
tive McKinley Party. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 80.—California 
is not to be left out of the procession of 
States sending delegates to Canton to par- 
ticipate in the demonstrations on the Mc- 
Kinley lawn. Some time between now and 
Nov. 2 not less than 100 Californians, and 
probably twice that number, will pay their 
respects to the Republican leader at his 
home. The Republican excursion from Cal- 
ifornia is to represent all the industries and 
interests of the Golden State, not excluding 
Nicaraguan Canal. Each association of 
producers and each erganized business inter- 
est is to appoint one or more delegates.

ELD SACRIFICING EVERYTHING 
FOR HIS OWN ELECTION, 


Popocrats Abandon National, Congtes- 
sional, Legislative, and County 
Tickets in a Desperate Effort to 
Elect the Governor—Republican 
Campaign Needs Sharp Attention in 
Pike and Schayler Counties—Organ- 
izations There Said to Be Inactive. 


Springfield, Ill., Sept. 30.—[Special.]—The 
Republicans of Illinois might just as well 
acquaint themselves with the fact that the 
Popocrats are getting ready to sacrifice 
their national, Congressional, legislative, 
and county tickets, everything and every- 
body, in the interest of John P, Altgeld. 
This statement was made last night in these 
dispatches, and THe TRIBUNE correspondent 
is in possession of corroborative informa- 
tion, received today, which emphasizes it. 

This may account for the assertions 
made by Gov. Altgeld recently-that he ex- 
pected to carry Illinois. Gov. Altgeld is, on 
good authority, reported to have said within 
the last forty-eight hours, that heowas satis- 
fied the Republicans would carry Cook Coun- 
ty by 40,000 votes, and that he would come 
to Cook County with.more than enough 
majority to overcome these figures. There 
is nothing in the situation throughout the 
State .to warrant any such statement on 
Gov. Altgeld’s part unless it be that a grand 
trade is contemplated. 

Last night one of the most prominent 
Popocrats in Sangamon County, probably, 
outside of Ben Caldwell, the most energetic 
worker of the whole lot, told a friend of his: 

* We bh save Altgeld, and I believe we 
shall. If Wwe can save him the remainder of 
the ticket can go to thunder. That will be 
glory enough for us.” 

Now, this gentleman's name can be given 
to the public if necessity demands, and he 
will at once be recognized as one of the most 
brisk and effective workers the Popocrats 
ever had in Sangamon County. He made 
no particular secrecy about: the statement.

Trade Bryan Off for Altgeld. 


The scheme seems to be to trade off every- 
thing—to give a Popocratic vote for Mc- 
Kinley in return for one for: Altgeld, to 
vote for a Republican nominee ‘tor Con- 
gress as a .recompense for an Altgeld vote, 
to trade off legislative tickets and county 
tickets—all—to save the Governor. 

The more rabid free silverites, throughout 
the State are beginning to read the hand- 
Writing on the wail and are alarmed over 
the desire on the part of Altgeld’s managers 
to get him through, no matter what else 
happens. This is particularly true of San- 
gamon and other counties in this Congres- 
sional district.

Stone spoke at Jack- 
sonville Brother Maxwell, the fusion can- 
didate for State Auditor, said he was happy 
to announce that Brother Hess had with-

date for Congress. 
The Poepocrats say that they will gain as 
many silver votes from the Republicans us 
they will lose on account of the sound 
money Democrats, and they are boasting 
now that they will gain from 1,500 to 1,8u0U0 
in Pike County alone. 


Effective Work Is Needed. 


A little inquiry leads“g the suspicion that 
the Republican organizatidmin Pike County 
isn’t as stout as it ought te be nor ts it doing 
effective work. 

Pike is in the Sixteenth Congressional 
District, wherein Gen. Rinaker is a candi- 
date for Congress as against W. H. Hinrich- 
sen. If the Republicans expect to pull Gen. 
Rinaker through they had better stir up the 
organization in Pike County and get it to 
work. They might incidentally pay a little 
attention to Schuyler County, too, where 
some of the-county committeemen are said 
to be inactive and not up todate. While ad- 
vices have been received from there to the 
effect that ‘‘ everything was all right and th: 
Republicans will get an increased -vote,”’ it 
is safe to say that the county needs atten- 
tion. Schuyler is in the Neece-Marsh dis- 
trict and Neece is giving Marsh the fight of 
his life for Congress. Marsh is handicapped 
somewhat because he has been dallying 
with free silver. His inclinations were 
towards free silver while in Congress. He 
called his Congressional convention early in 
the year. He was renominated and his 
course in Congress approved by the conven- 
tion. The snow. was on the ground then and 
nobody foresaw what the great issue of the 
campaign was going to be. Despite the fact 
that the Gistrict, the Fifteenth, is over- 
whelmingly Popocratic, Col. Marsh carried 
it two years ugo, defeating Truman Plantz.

John Reeve knows quite a bit 
about Illinois politics in general and he is 
particularly well versed in Macon County 
affairs. He said today that the revised poll 
of Macon County had just been completed 
by the Republicans, and showed a Republic- 
an majority there of 1,450 votes. He said 
there were 500 sound money Democrats in 
Macon County who will-not vote for Ben 
Caldwell. Their existence and organization 
are largely due to the efforts of Charlies A. 
Ewing of Decatur, who was the Permanent 
Chairman of the sound money convention 
recently held in Chicago. Reeve says that

J. P. Altgeld delivered a political ad- 
dress at Harper’s Theater this afternoon.

Moline, IIl., Sept. 30.~[Special.]}—Gov. John 
P. Altgeld spoke here tonight for two hours 
and a quarter in the Auditorium to over 1,000 
people, many of them ladies, while an over- 
flow meeting was held for the benefit of 
several hundred who were unable to gain ad- 
mittance, which was addressed by William 
-M ery, candidate for the Legislature, 
and others, and briefly by the Governor after 
his main address. 

The Governor was received with cheers 
upon entering the hall and was frequently 
interrupted during his speech with applause. 
He first addressed himself to the need of re- 
form tax legislation, declaring that there 
are many millionaires in Chicago who pay 
no taxés at all, thus greatly increasing the 
burden upon the poorer citizens. 

He said that the work of the commission 
appointed by Gov. Oglesby to investigate the 
matter was defeated in its purposes of re- 
form, and that when the Legislature in spe- 
cial session during the speaker’s adminis- 
tration had almost succeeded in passing the 
needed legislation John R. Tanner compelled 
the Legislature to adjourn without passing 
the revenue bill, and declared it was danger- 
ous to allow a man whose interests lie in 
that direction to occupy the Governor’s 


He devoted considerable attention to the 
matter of “ government by injunction,’ 
which he denounced in scathing terms as 
un-American and dangerous to the liberties 
of the people. : 

The Governor laid the fal] fn prices of land, 
farm, and manufactured products, the clos- 
ing down of business, etc., to the world’s de- 
monetization of silver. If you could start 
up the factories tomorrow, said he, they 
could run but a short time, because nobody 
has any money to buy the products.

Thomas Patterson, the, silver min# owner 
of Colorado and editor of the Denver Rocky 
Mountain News, who had a secret. interview 
with leading Indiana Populists here yes- 
terday. 

Patterson is said to have met George F. 
Washburn of Chicago, head of the Populist [ 
National committee branch in the West, 
and J. G. Johnson of the National Popocratic 
committee, and after his interview went 
to M. C. Rankin’s room at English's Hotel 
at a late hour last night. Rankin is the 
Indiana Populist on the Nationalcommittee 
and is said to have been the go-between for 
the* committee of thirteen and the Demo- 
cratic committee that was arranging the 
fusion. Las 
It was only a short time after Mr. Patter- 
son’s visit to Mr. Rankin that the State 
Populist committee of thirteen announced 
that it would issue a fusion Blectoral ticket 
containing the names of ten Democrats and 
five Populists. The middle-of-the-road 
Populists today, when they learned how the 
fusion deal had been worked, set up'a howl 
of bribery. They point to the fact that the 
Popocrats have given no pledge that five 
Populist names, will be placed on the Popo- 
cratic ticket in return, and Popocratic 
Chairman Parks Martin todgy declared that 
the State committee is not bound in any way 
to the Populists, and will keep a straight 
ticket in the field. 

He says he has no knowledge of the reason 
for the Populists indorsing ten of the Popo- 
cratic Electors, and further, that it isa mat- 
ter of no concern to the Popacrats. 

The Populists will not withdraw thelr 
State ticket, as at first announced, but In the 
Fourth, Tenth, and Thirteenth Districts 
they named as Populist Electors the men 
who have been nominated for Congress, and 
will, of course, have no Congressional can- 
didates in those districts. 

The sound money Democrats have all 
along held over the heads.of the silver Dem- 
ocrats the threat that in case a fusion were 
patched up with Populists the sound money 
Democrats would put out not only a State 
ticket but a Congressional ticket in. every 
district. The silver Popocrats will contend 
that the action of the Populists is nota 
fusion deal, but a simple indorsement of the 
Popocratiec Electors. 

Editor Matthews of the Nonconformist, 
the leading Populist paper that indorses 
Watson and a strict middle-of-the-road pol- 
icy, says tonight that the sell-out of the Pop- 
ulist committee means that Indiana will go 
stronger than ever for McKinley, as half 
the Populists in Indiana are disgusted with 
the back-down of their committee and will 
not go to the polls. 

S. O Pickens, Chairman of the gold stand- 
ard State committee, said this afternoon 
that many gold standard Democrats have 
expressed a strong desire for a full State 
ticket. Mr. Pickens has decided to call a 
meeting of the gold standard Democrat 
State committee for Friday next, a. which 
the advisability of such a move will be dis- 
cussed.

STANDARD OIL ‘TRUST. 


As a Starter the Manufactured Product 
Is to Be Furnished at a Cost of $2 
per Thousand Pounds—If This Price 
Is Met Rates Will Be Lowered Until 
Existing Companies Are Driven 
from Business—Advantages on the 
Side of the New Contestants. 


New York, Sept. 30.—[Special.}—The Stand- 
ard Oil trust, it is reported, is going into the 
ice business. There is no apparent connec- 
tion between.oil and ice, except there is a 
good deal of money in the ice trade. The 
people of New York, who are in the grip of 
a local ice trust, the Consolidated Ice com- 
pany, are suré of this. So are the people of 
Chicago, who paid much higher prices fur 
ice this summer than last, because of a * gen- 
eral understanding ” between the ice deal- 
ers of the city, which might as well have been 
a trust if it was not. 4 

If the report is true, and there appears to 
be good authority for it, hot fight will fol- 
jow for the eentrol of the ice trade which 
may give consumers at least a season or two 

ywer prices. 
Ve caine to report, the Standard Oil com- 
pany will enter the new field determined to 
dominate the situation at any cost. its al- 
leged purpose is to corral the ice trade as it 
has the oil trade, underselling all competitors 
and ultimately driving. them from the field. 
Tnen it will raise prices and make the con- 
gumers pay for the war. 
Plans Are All Mapped Out. 

It is said the great organization has al- 
ready mapped out its plans and hds decided 
to open the campaign next summer with an 
‘offering of ice at less than $2 per thousand 
pounds. Should the Consolidated company 
meet this cut, then down will go the price, 
yf necessary, to a nominal figure. | Then the 
fight will become ¢ question of capital, with 
victory assured to the one who can afford 
to lose the thost money. The Standard Oil 
trust, according to the report, will use arti- 
ficial ice exclusively, and preparations have 
already beea completed by this company for 
the building of two monster plants—one Jn 
Brooklyn and one im New York. 

One of the best informed men in the ice 
trade said today: ‘‘ We know nothing pos- 
itive as to the reported invasion of the ice 
trade by the Standard Oil, but the air is full 
of significant rumors. One of the most im- 
portant things in a fight of this kind is the 
pecuring of an advantage of facilities and 
cost of distribution. Now, everybody be- 
lieves the Standard Oil, notwithstanding all 
fenials by its officers and the railways, has 
clearly defined arrangements as to trans- 
portation. 

Transportation Facilities in Its Favor. 

“The records of hearings before the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission will show it 
has beén charged the Standard Oil company, 
through its arrangement with certain trans- 
portation companies, has secured an advan- 
tage of 100 per cent in freight rates over its 
yivals.

TESLA EXPLAINS A NEW INVENTION. 


Oscillator Greatly Reduces the Cost of 
Electric Lighting. 

New York, Sept. 30.—{Special.]—-Nikola 
Tesla explained today the principles of the 
electrical oscillator for which he has just 
obtained ad patent. He has been working on 
the idea for ten years. ; 

“The object of my oscillator,” said Mr. 
Tesla, “is to provide a simple, compact, and 
effective apparatus for producing greater 
effects with existing circuits carrying direct 
currents, such as the ordinary municipal in- 
candescent lighting circuits. I have adapted 
jt to meet the requirements of practical and 
economical operation. Practical electricity 
is too expensive. It must be cheapened so 
the multitude may take advantage of it. 
That is wiat Iam aiming at. 

“ My new invention is simply this: In any 
given <irewt’ I interpose a device in the 
nature of a chokng ccil in order to give the 
circuit a high self-induction. 

“TI also provide a circuit controller that 
may be operated to make and break the cir- 
cuit: Around .the point of interruption I 
place a condenser to store the energy otf the 
discharge current, and in series with such 
condenser I place a transformer which be- 
comes the source of currents of high fre- 
quency. 

““TInasmuch as the self-inductfion of the 
circuit through which the condenser dis- 
charges, as well as the capacity of the con- 
denser itself, may be given piactically any 
desired value, the frequency of tre discharge 
current may be adjusted at will.”

His letters and telegrams had the desired 
effect of allaying suspicions, and in many 
instances he received money. It is alleged 
by: some of his patients that for his four 
days’ labor he received from $2,000 to $3,000. 
Sept. 3 hegpaid his biil at the hotel and 
told the clerk that he would be back Sept. 8. 
His patients waited for him, and every day 
since that fIme they have besieged the hotel 
with inquiries for him.

REPORT ON THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL. 


Board to Be Informed What Is Ac- 
complished and When the Work 
Will Be Finished. 7 


President Eckhart of the Board of Drain- 
age Trustees will submit a report at a meet- 
ing of that body to be held this afternoon at 
1:30 o’clock dealing with the work already’ 
completed on the drainage channel and that 
remaining to be done, as well as its bearing 
on the sewage and water supply of the city. 

Its purpose is to give the public a succinct 
and comprehensive idea of what has been 
accomplished and.what it is expected the 
channel will do when it shall have been tom- 
pleted. It is felt by the board that the pub- 
lic has not a clear idea of this work, either 
as regards its magnitude or the results to be 
accomplished by, it. The impression is said 
to exist with many people that the work is 
progressing slowly and that many years wil! 
elapse before its completion, and that when 
finished it will not prove to be an effective 
means for disposing of the City’s sewage. 

lt is for the purpose of meeting this view 
that the report is to Be presented. 

President Eckhart will in .the beginning 
é¢mphasize the point that the channel will 
beyond any doubt prove to be a complete 
solution of the sewage question, and will 
give Chicago the purest water supply and 
make it the best drained city in the world. 
Two intercepting sewers, one on the North 
and the other’on the South Side, are to be 
constructed in connection with the work. 
Their cost, which. is estimated at about 
$2,000,000, will fall upon the city. 

There was considerable talk some time 
ago to the effect that the channel would so 
increase the.current of the river as to prac: 
tically destroy it. for navigation purposes, 
Maj. Marshal was quoted as an authority for 


the statement, and it was made the basis for 
& rather sensational interview with Mayor 
Swift. President Eckhart will set forth that 
the current of the river will be only about a 
mile and a quarter an hour, which. will in 
no way interfere with navigation.

THE HAPPY ACCIDENT OF 1873. 

The main contention of Bryan, Altgeld, 
and the lesser lights of their party is that the 
coinage act of 1873 demonetized silver and 
thus took away from the debtor the option 
to’ pay his creditor in.the cheaper legal 
tender money of “ primary or ultimate re- 
demption,” as they call it in their jargon. 

It is alleged further that by depriving the 
creditor of this option to pay in the cheaper 
money, after having. borrowed the dearer, 
gold has “ appreciated "—that metal has 
been made artificially dear—and the 
“money-changers” of Wall street and Lom- 
bard street, the Rothschilds. and other 
“* goldbug "’ plutocrats, have becn enabled 
to “ corner ” gold. 

It is claimed that by means of this alleged 
monopoly of the only “ primary or ultimate 
redemption,’ money the plutocrats§ are 
‘slowly squeezing the industrial ‘masses to 
death, are pressing the life-blood out of 
them, are attaching them to crosses of gola, 
and pressing crowns of thorns on their 
brows. | 

If the monopolists are allowed to. keep on 
monopolizing, the time will come, according 
to Bryan, when all the property in the world 
will come into their-hands, and a handful 
of men in the money centers of the earth 
will hold autocratic sway over thousands of 
millions of poverty-stricken slaves. 

As a result of the “ crime of 1873,” say 
they, the dollar is now worth 200 cents, and 
it will keep on “ appreciating ” until only a 
man of moderate means will be able to 
possess one. ‘" 

This dropping of the silver dollar from the 
list of coins in 1873, thus depriving the 
debtor of the power to pay his debts in a 
dollar which, if coined free now, would be 
worth only half what it was in 1873, is de- 
nounced as “a ¢rime against humanity ” 
and as “ the enslavement of mankind.” It 
is asserted thut if the “crime of 1873” is 
not atoned for by the immediate admission 
of silver to, the mints for coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 freedom will shriek and bid th‘s 
world farewell. 

This is Bryan’s contention. It is that of 
his Illinois lieutenant, Altgeld, and it is 
that of all of Hryan’s followers, large and 
small. Every crook and crank among them 
emits the same doleful how] nbowt “ the 
crime of 1873 ” and its baleful consequénces. 

Let them howl... Nothing was done in 
1873. that any honest money stumper or 
writer should attempt to apologize for or 
explain away or mihimize the importance 
of. The ground. to take is that the coinage 
act of that year contained -the happiest 
piece of accidental legislation that Con- 
gress ever has enacted... 

The men who passed ‘that law * builded 
better than they knew. f, They fancied 
that they were merely dropping from the 
list of coins: ‘an unknown and an unneces- 
sary dollar, which would not cireulate be- 
cause it was too vainable then to circulate. 
They supposed it would remain so. It never 
entered their heads that in less than a quar- 
‘ter of a.cenutry the silver in a silver dollar 
which they had seen worth 104 cents would 
be worth less than half that. 

But, ignorant as they were of what. was 
going to happen, they legislated as wisely 
as if they had been able to read the future. 
If they had acted otherwise than they did, 
and had left the silver dollar on the list of 
American coins, deeming it useless, but 
harmless, they 
blunder which would haye ripened into a 
crime within a few years. If the Congress 


there would have been a “ cri-ae of 1873 ” 
which would have plunged this country into 
a financial bog from which it might never 
have been able.to extri¢ate itself. 

The prosperity which the United States 
has enjoyed since 1878 is due to the happy 
accident of 1873—an accident which pre- 
served the financial lonor of the Nation and 
which gave the country a sound and non- 
fluctuating currency, without which neither 
labor nor capital can thrive. 

But for the omission of the single word 
“dollar” from the list of silver coins in 
1873 a few years later the United States 
would have resumed specie payment on the 
silver basis. The silver standard would 
have supplanted the gold standard and the 
latter metal néver would have reappeared 
in circulation. 

During 1876 the average vote >in gold of 
the greenback dollar was 90% cents, and 
the average value during the same year of 
the silver in a silver dollar was 8 2-5 cents. 
If the mints had been open to silver that 
year the Nevada mine-owners would have 
sent their silver to them to be converted into 
dollars, and those dollars would have gone 
into circulation. 

Then the country would. have been on a 
specie basis again, but it would have beena 
silver basis; With no prospec of the green- 
backs being redeemed in gold they would 
have sunk to the level of the silver dollar, 
and would have kept on sinking with it 
until at this time they would be worth. only 
about 51 cents, for they could not have been 
worth more than the kind of dollar they 
were redeemed in, 

That this did not happen is in the eyes of 
Bryan and Altgeld the real crime of 1873,” 
But for what was done fm that year this 
eountry would have been a repudiators’ and 
dishonest. debtors’ paradise since then. 
There would have been-a carnival of cheat- 
ing. They deplore the honesty which has 
-prevailed instead. 

But for the “ crowning grace” of the act 
of 1873 this country would have had a 90- 
eent specie dollar in 1876 and would have a 
50-cent specie dollar now. What would 
have been the losses sustained by labor if 
that had happened as the result of silver

IS BRYAN’S CONSCIENCE AT WORK? UF to be Governors, we will accept the 


It is hot remarkable that Mr. Bryan 
should have partly succumbed in New 
York to the immense strain under which he 
has labored for several weeks. Even his 
rugged constitution could not be expected 
to endure the incessant demands which 
have been made upon him. Deserted, by 
nearly all the leaders of the Democratic 
party, which was overthrown in the Chicago 
convention by lopulists, he has been forced 
to bear the brunt of speechmaking practical- 
ly alone. How great has been the physical 
effort is indicated by the fact that the ad- 


temporary collapse, was “No, 2 
that the previous!:206 have been scattered 
over many States. — 

But probably the more potent cause.of his 
prostration has been the strain on his con- 
science. It could be understood, perhaps, 
how a man of his inordinate vanity might 
be sustained to the end, by the presence of 
curious crowds in various parts of the coun- 
try if physical labor and the kind of mental 
effort he employs in his speeches alone were 
involved. But he would be much more 
hardened than we believe he is if he could 
continue indefinitely, without a sign of 
weakening, preaching: a creed of national 
‘dishonor, utteting statements as facts which 
he must know are not facts, advocating 
principles that are demoralizing to mankind, 
and boldly seeking to hoodwink the cred- 
ulous and ignorant with his sinister appeals 
to their baser instincts. It would require a 
conscience more withered than Bryan’s pus- 
sibly can be to withstand the incessant yio- 
lation of its virtuous promptings:~ Mr. 
Bryan is a young man and ambitious. He 
has plunged impetuously into a path from 
which he cannot easily turn, and which 1s 
leading him to his own political annihilation 
unless he can compass the ruin of the in- 
tegrity of the Nation, whose débris would 
furnish him a briefasylum. In his despera- 
tion he is rushing up and down the high- 
ways of the Nation preaching an impious 
creed, and beset at every stcpping place 
with news of fresh desertions from his 
meager following. It is to his credit that 
the * still voice ’’ within him has become a 
deafening roar. to cause him to pause, if only 
fora moment, in his hopeless combat agaiust 
the conscience of the Nation as well.as of 
himself. 


BRYAN AND ANARCHY. 

In his Tammany Hall speech night before 
last Bryan asserted that “ there is nothing 
in our platform concerning the invasion of a 
State by Federal troops that equals in force 
or emphasis the platform of 1860, upon 
which Abraham Lincoln was elected,” 

That platform had nothing to say of the 
“Federal invasion” of a State. The 
language which Bryan had in mind reads 
thus: 

We denounce the lawless invasion by an armed 
force of the soll of any State or Territory, no 
matter under what pretext, as among the gravest 
of crimes. 

That referred te the John Brown raid inro 
the State of Virginia and the incursions of 
the armed Missourians into the Territory of 
Kansas. 

The Chicago platform on which Bryan is 
running reads thus: 
ee We denounce arbitrary interference by Federal 
authorities In local affairs as a violation of the 
Constitution of the United States, and a crime 
against free institutions. 

This plank has been indorsed and de- 
fended by Bryan in his letter of a®ceptance 
and in numerous speeches. 

It is notorious that this plank is leveled 
at the conduct of President Cleveland in the 
Debs case. At the request of the courts he 
enforeed the Federal laws in this city. He 
sent troops here to drive Debs off the rail- 
road tracks, where he had intrenched him- 
self, stopping the transportation of the 
mails and the carrying on of inter-State 
commerce, 

What Cleveland did then Bryan calls “a 
crime against free institutions” and “ an 
arbitrary interference in local affairs.” It 
is because Bryan and his folf#wers take tl.is 
position that they have been stigmatized 
justly as sympathizers with rioters and us 
Anarchists, 

For in what President Cleveland did there 
was nothing unlawful. He was not obliged 
to await the request of Altgeld or of the 
Illinois Legislature before he could use the 
national power to enforce national laws in 
this State. As Attorney-General Harmon 
stated in his letter on this subject, printed 
three weeks ago— 

Congress by Section 5,298 of the Revised Stat- 
utes authorized the President to employ the armed 
forces of the government upon his own judgment 
alone against unlawful obstruction, combinations, 
or assemblages in whatever State or Territory 
thereof the laws of the United States may Le 
forcibly opposed or the execution thereof forcibly 
obstructed. 

It was under that power the rebellion was 
suppressed. It was under that power 
Debs was squelched. ‘The power to pro- 
tect itself is given b¥ the Constitution to 
the General Government. Had it not been 
given, and had that government been made 
dependent on the will of the States with re- 
spect to the matters committed to it, then 


‘it would be subordinate to them and no 


more deserving of respect than the govern- 
ment of the Confederation. 

If “when the carrying of the mails is ob- 
structed in Illinois the Genera! Govern- 
ment can do nothing until the Governor 
gives it permission to do so, then the Govy- 
ernor is mightier than the President. . But 
the Constitution, as the Attorney-General 
shows, does not give the Governor such a 
veto power with respect to subjects which 
are exclusively reserved to the General Gov- 
ernment. 

Although Bryan has indorsed Debs and 
Altgeld arid denounced Cleveland, yet he 
declared night before last that “there is 
nothing in the Chicago platform that would 
make the Executive of the United States 
feeble in enforcing all the laws of the 
Nation.” 

If this be so, then what would Bryan doif 
he were elected President if Debs again 
interfered with inter-State commerce and 
the mails-and Altgeld again failed to sup- 
press Debs or ask the President to do so? 
If he liyed up to the Chicago platform he 
would not lift a finger against Debs, Ifhe 
enforced, the laws he would do what he has 
denouncéd Cleveland for doing. 

In such a case Bryan would be true to his 
platform and not to his oath of office. His 
anarchistic sentiments would get the upper 
hand. He has intimated on various ocea- 
sions that his party might become an an- 
archist one under certain circumstances. 
He said at Lexington, Ky.: 

The unfortunate thing about this campaign ts 
that when the name Anarchists is applied to the 
bone and muscle of this country by men who are 
doing more to overthrow our government than 
any Anarchist who ever carried a red flag—I say 
that when this. word Anarchist is applied to the 
tolling millions by men who seek without toil to 
usurp the fruits and reap the rewards of those 
who toil, the danger is that it will make the name 
respectable because of its association. 

This is a broad hint that if the Bryanites

A FURIOUS WIND-STCR if. 
The meteorological conditions of the last 
few days culminated on Tuesday in a storm 
of wind and rain covering an extraordinary 


far, not involving a large loss of human 
‘On Monday the storm was central 


over ‘the eastern part of the Gulf of Mexico 
and on Tuesday afternoon over South Caro- 


Vina, while its western edge was far inland. 
“It: seems tor have struck inland from the 


Gulf over Georgia and Florida, and thence 
raced up the Atlantic coast with the fury of 


a tornado, reaching as far north as New 


York City, where it assumed the propor- 
tions of a severe gale. The principal suffer- 
ers from its fury were Savannah, Bruns 
wick, Charleston, Baltimore, and Pittsburg. 
In Savannah and Brunswick the storm 
lasted only little more than an hour, the 
wind reaching a velocity of eighty miles an 
hour; but numerous buildings were dam- 
aged, many vessela were wrecked, and 
several lives were lost. Uuless, however, it 
shajl eventuate that another casualty has 
occurred among the sea islands like that of 
August, 1893, the loss of life may be consid- 


‘ered small when the great area and fury of 


the storm are considered. 

The radius of this disturbance is esti- 
mated at 1,000 miles, and its influence was 
felt over the Ohio and Tennessee Valleys 
and in the lake region. Tuesday night the 
storm turned westward in its course, and 
by 10 o'clock its center was al Detroit, 
where it was augmented by a strong west- 
ern wind, the highest lake wind being fifty- 
two miles at Buffalo, and the maximum at 
Chicago, forty-two miles from the north, 
accompanied by a heavy downpour, the rain- 
fall amounting to 1.48 inches for twenty- 
four hours. Lake Michigan, which.has 
been upon the rampage for three days past, 
has rarely presented a mre magnificent 
spectacle than it did yesterday morning, but 
thus far there has been but one serious 
wreck reported, that of the barge Sumatra /

Considering ' coolly all the stories that 
lhaye been told in the newspapers and all 
the sensations that have been sent out from 
Scotland Yard, it is impossible to avoid the 
conviction that Tynan, “ No. 1,” is not the 
assassin he is claimed to be, that he has not 
been engaged in a conspiracy to dynamite 
Victoria and the Czar, or to tunnel the 
principal streets of London with the view of 
blowing up two royal families atonce. It is 
much more probable that Scotland Yard has 
invented these grewsome stories with the 
object of impressing the Czar, who is sick, 
melancholy, and suspicious of his own 
shadow, with its fostering care of him, and 
on the other hand to make the English us 
solid as possible with the Russians. Noth- 
ing would conduce more to this than the 
belief that Ireland, in the person of Tynan, 
was conspiring against Victoria and the 
Czar. 

If there were no other reason for pro- 
nouncing this whole business a canard, a 
statement in the London Daily News would 
settle itas such. The News says: * Tynan 
passed Saturday evening in the bar of the 
Hotel Folkestone, discoursing on politics 
and drinking very freely. He offered to 
stand drinks to different persons who en- 
tered the bar, and it was remarked that he 
was spending money very lavishly. He re- 
tired to bed intoxicated about 2 o'clock in 
the morning.” Would Scotland Yard have 
us believe, or does it seriously believe itself, 
that a conspirator having on hand the im- 
portant business of tunneling under the 
abode of royalty. and dispatching two mon- 
archs at once and all their satellites with 
dynamite would. thus disport himself in a 
public hotel, arguing politics; which with.

“If the American people had the courage 
of conviction and adopted the double stand- 
ard of gold and silver, no matter at what 
ratio, they would inside of a year command 
the trade of the East Indies, the Straights, 
China, and Japan. Unless England should 
follow suit and adopt a bimetalnc standard 
she would inside of eighteen months cease to 
be a commercial factor in the markets of 
the world.”’

All the male population, except President 
Lenzi’s venerable goat, were gathered at the 
head of the market place ina drinking booth, 
constructed in the Renaissance style—with 
slight adaptations to Cook County use.

In some respects your commission ob- 
serves that the children of the community 
strikingly resemble the Scottish Highland- 
ers.

The 
estimate of 75,000 men in line, which was 
suggested when the movement was inaug- 
urated, and looked upon as extreme by 
many, has already been surpassed. It is now 


thought that there will be between 100,000 ; 


and 125,000 men in line in the parade, , 

Gen. Stéckton, as Chief Marshal, is wrest- 
ling with the problem of forming, moving, 
and dispersing the parade in such manner as 
to avoid confusion through one division en- 
countering another. His plans are nearly 
formulated, and in a day or two he will be 
ready to announce the line of march and 
all details incident to handling the vast body 
of unorganized and undrilled men. 

As the plans progress, the outlook for 
the parade is more and more enoguraging to 
the sound money cause. Business houses 
which at first were half-hearted, or entirely 
indifferent, are falling in line and working 
enthusiastically. The desire to use the 
parade as an advertising medium is no longer 
noticeable, and, in consequence, the pageant- 
ry will be less spectacular, though more 
impressive as a political demonstration, than 
at first promised. Many of the large houses 
have decided to dispense with floats, but to 
turn out as large a showing as possible of 
citizen voters pafticipating in the parade 
as @ patriotic duty. 


Floats in the Parade. 

Such floats as appear in the parade will be 
representative rather of separate industries 
than of separate business houses. The paint, 
oll, and varnish workers were the first to 


complete their design. Their float will rep- | 


resent an immense globe borne on a dec- 
orated pavilion, surmounted by a figure rep- 
resenting the Goddess of Liberty, bearing 
aloft a tlag. Upon the surface of the globe 
will appear the legend: 

“Sound Money the World Over.” 

The iron and steel workers wil] be repre- 
sented in the display in the parade by a float, 
the design of which has not yet been com- 
ae, Many other floats are proposed and 
n process of construction. 

It is expected that a number of novel 
features will be introduced by the electrical 
division in the parade. Jlectrical car- 
riages will take the place of horses,and it has 
been suggested that it would be appropriate 
for the marshal of the division to utilize 
one of these vehicles. 

Another proposition which finds favor is 
to have telephone transmitters erected along 
the line of march at the most conspicuous 
points and connect these with long distance 
telephone lines so that the cheers of the Chi- 
cago sound money men may be carried to 
their coworkers in the East, and thus demon- 
Strate the fact that the people of Chicago 
are enthusiastic in the cause. It has been 
decided to have one float at least—probably 
more, but one at any rate—which will be 
Ssymbolical of the electrical industry. It is 
recognized that a better showing could be 
made if the parade were held at night, when 
electric illumination could be utilized to 
advantage. 

There is no doubt that there will be a large 
representation of all lines of the industry 
in the parade.

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DRINKING WATER IS BADLY POLLUTED

Ce issioner Kerr Says It Is Positive- 
ly Dangerous to Use It Without 
Being Thoroughly Boiled. 


The drinking water is in worse condition 
than at any time since the. typhoid-fever 
epidemic in 1891, and the Health Depart- 
ment again repeats its instructions to use 
no water for drinking purposes unless it 
has been boiledatleasthalfanhour. 

The samples of water taken from the dif- 


ferent pumping stations yesterday and [ 


analyzed by the City Chemist all show sub- 

stantial signs of pollution, The City Chem- 

ist declares all the water bad and unfit for 
use without being boiled. 

The report on the water yesterday is as fol- 
ows: 
Fourteenth Street Station—Bad. 
Chicago Avenue Station—Bad. 

yde Park Station—Bad.

Lake View (two miles from station)—Bad. 

The water in the river has risen thirty-six 
inches within the last twenty-four hours, 
and is still rising. The height of the water 
in the river is higher now than at any time 
in many years. 

City Engineer Jackson yesterday ordered 
the pumps at the Bridgeport Station to work 
night and day in an attempt to turn the cur- 
rent of the river into the canal and away 
from the lake. The current of the river is 
steadily running into the lake, and the sew- 
age is being blown out to the cribs. 

Commissioner of Health Kerr said: 

“It is positively dangerous to drink the 
water unless it has been boiled for at least 
coun an hour. Tell the public to boil the 
water.”’ ‘ 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL IS AGAIN WORSTED 


Judge Gibbons Denies His Motion and 
Notifies Attorneys He Wants No 
Legal Matinees in Court. 


Attorney-General Moloney encountered the 
legal representatives of the Chicago gas 
companies yesterday in Judge Gibbons’ 
court, and was worsted. The Attorney- 
General wanted the ceurt to enter an order; 
as of a previous date, referring the Chicago 
gas tryst litigation to Master in Chancery 
Wait, so testimony could be taken. Judge 
Gibbons, however, refused to enter the order. 

When court convened the Attorney-Gener- 
al was on hand to press the motion, which he 
first presented to the court Sept. 25, and 
which then resulted in a lively tilt —e 
Attorney-General Moloney and Attorney 
S. Trude, who represents some of the de- 
fendants. There were indications of another 
scene, but Judge Gibbons announced he did 
not propose to be a witness to a legal matinée. 

Attorney James F. Meagher, who repre- 
sents the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany, argued against the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s motion, and said the court records 
did not show that any order of reference 
had ever been entered. 

Attorney-General Moloney reviewed the 
whole history of the case, and maintained a 
reference to Master Wait had been agreed 
upon. 

Judge Gibbons said he could not make such 
an order, and denied the motion. 


CONFER ON OGDEN AVENUE FRANCHISE 


Mayor Swift and Counsel Beale Be- 
lieve the Ordinance Conflicts 
with the City Charter.

Gen. John A. Logan's monument will be 
located in the Lake-Front Park, at a point, 
opposite Hubbard court; and midway be- 
tween the avenue and the Illinois Central 
railway. The site was selected yesterday 
at noon by his widow, Mrs. Mary A. Logan, 
and confirmed by the Menument Commis- 
sion and the South Park Board of Commis- 
sioners.

Logan then announced she would prefer the 
Lake-Front Park for the location of the 
monument.

Deceniber Touches 682 Cents, Highest 
Price in the Bull’ Campaign—Far- 
eigners All Baying—Cabies Show 
Unexpected Strength — Sensational 
Reports of Shortage in India— 
Coarse Grain Follows Wheat 
Slightly—Street Produce Markets. 


No day since the present advance in wheat 
began has witnessed such a wild, excited 
market as that of yesterday. Bull news 
of a sensational character was circulated 
freely, and traders were at their wits’ ends 
whether to sell wheatorloadup. December 
touched the highest point on the boom, 
6% c, and closed strong at 68144@68\c, a gain 
for the day of nearly 2c. .The leading bulls 
were buying more wheat, and Cudahy made

phosphate and fertilizer com vanies, f: water 
works, 47; wood working establishments, 84: and 
miscellaneous industries, 74.

There was a good market for local securi- 
tiles yesterday, particularly for North Chi- 
cago City flway and Canal and Dock. 
These showed material adyances, and in the 
case of City Railway the stock sold ex- 
dividend at eight points above the settle- 
ment price on the last day the Chicago Stock 
Exchange was open. The Brewing and 
Packing stocks were above the quotations of

It sold at 83, as against quotations of 85 on 
previous d North Chicago advanced 
from 200 to 205, and yesterday afternoon 
there was a bid made of 207 for fifty shares 
of North Chicago, and no one was found who 
had the stock for sale! 

City Railway stock is in good demand. 
It sold at 216 yesterday, ex-dividend 3 per 
cent, or on a basis .of 219, with dividend 
rights. The belief seems to be growing with 
the investing public that the General Elec- 
tric is no longer to be feared. What is hav- 
ing more effect, perhaps, than this upon 
the market price of City Railway stock is 
the report of earnings for the summeér 
months. During the summer traffic has been 
considerably better than for the summer 
months of last year, and up to the present 
time the net earnings havé shown an in- 
crease of more than §$300aday. The operat- 
ing expenses of the electric lines have been 
materially reduced, and a good report for 
the year is promised stockholders. 

The advance in North Chicago is due more 
to a general feeling of confidence in the 
situation than to any reports which come 
from that corporation. The North Chicago 
street railroad has had a good year, and the 
operating expenses have shown the effect of 
the extensions of the electric lines, There 
has been no competition from elevated roads 
to cut down traffic, and this year’s showing 
should be fairly good. West Chicago has 

not done so well by comparison as has North 
Chicago. There has been but little Increase 
in traffic over the figures of last year. The 
Metropolitah and the Lake Street “LL” 
have been cutting seriously into West Chi- 
cago traffic.

The Englewood and Chicago Electric has 
completed nine miles of double track and 
three miles of single track and it now has 
two cars in operation. The two cars are not 
running on regular schedule and no effort 
will be made to get traffic until the entire 
line is completed and in operation.
